SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Nineteen hundred eighty-seven was an active year for the Board of Selectmen. Much 
work has been done to complete most of the items voted upon at last year’s Town Meeting 
and many hours have been spent seeing to the special projects, i.e. Housing Program, 
and specific problems such as the Bridge Hill sewerage problem. 

As of the date of this report all Articles passed at the 1987 Town Meeting have been 
acted upon with the exception of Article 20 — Handicap modifications required for the 
Town Hall. These have not been completed due to underestimating the costs of 
construction. 

Much time was spent with the Lunenburg Fire District #2 Representatives in working 
out the best solution for the Town to resolve the Bridge Hill area sewerage problem. 

We were notified by the Bureau of Solid Waste Management that Dalton must close 
its sanitary landfill (Dump) by September 1988. A number of meetings have been held 
with the Waste Management representative regarding the problem. They have granted 
us an extension until April 1, 1988. However, it is imperative that we resolve the prob- 
lems and have the landfill closed by their required date. 

Phase I of the Dalton Housing Program has been completed and all funds for Phase 
II had been committed by December 31, 1987. Their report is included with this Town 
Report. 

Due to the number of errors relating to follow-up procedures necessary to deal with 
Current Use Laws that have existed in Dalton, as well as in surrounding towns, we 
sponsored a Seminar conducted by the Department of Revenue Administration. The 
results of this seminar have enabled the Board to collect Current Use Taxes in excess 
of $13,000.00. As we are now updated on the laws relating to Current Use, we will con- 
tinue to collect this important source of tax revenue for the Town as they become due. 

As the Town has experienced an increase in the number of logging operations which 
also generates a sizeable amount of revenue, the Board has hired a Forester to spot check 
these operations. This will help eliminate variances between the intent-to-cut and the 
actual cuttings. 

The Board is well aware of the ever-existing road problems in Dalton. This year we 
resurfaced the section of the Harriman Road that had been rebuilt two years ago. Addi- 
tional funds were spent in the purchase of crushed gravel which was applied to a number 
of our roads. 

The Board highly recommends that an outside source be hired to conduct a survey 
of all the roads in Dalton to formulate a plan of action to repair the roads and to estimate 
the costs. An assessment would assist us in dealing not only with our present problems 
but with possible future problems caused by growth. 


The Board is proposing an Article this year to build a new Garage/Administrative 
Office Building to be located on Town Property between the Fire Station and Alan Bean’s 
property. Demands on Town Services are increasing tremendously and we are facing 
numerous difficulties, due to the lack of space, to operate on a daily basis. AS WE HAVE 
BEEN NOTIFIED THAT REVENUE SHARING FUNDS MUST BE SPENT THIS 
YEAR OR FORFEITED, we feel this year would be the best time to address the situation 
and construct this building. 

The Board of Selectmen wish to thank all the volunteers serving on the Planning Board 
and the Master Plan Committee for their services and their earnest interest in the growth 
of Dalton. 

A special thanks goes to our Volunteer Fire Department which, as in the past, has 
done an outstanding job. 

In addition, we wish to express our gratitude to all the organizations in Dalton: Dalton 
Historical Society, Fire Department Auxiliary, Ladies Aid Society, Riverside Grange, 
and all others who have given, unselfishly, of their time and energy towards making 
Dalton a better place to live. y 

The Board extends their thanks to the people of Dalton for the support and coopera- 
tion they have given during the past year.

The business meeting 
will be held at the Dalton Elementary School Gymnasium and will open at 7:30 o’clock 
in the evening. 

1. To choose all necessary officers for the year. 

2. Tosee if the town will vote to establish the Building Code pursuant to RSA 674:51 
as follows: 

FLOODPLAIN DEVELOPMENT REGULATIONS: The following regulations 
shall apply to all lands designated as flood hazard areas by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency in its “Flood Insurance Study for the Town of Dalton, N.H.” 
together with the associated Flood Insurance Rate Maps and Flood Boundary and 
floodway maps of the Town of Dalton dated December 4, 1985 which are declared 
to be a part of this Ordinance proposed by the Dalton Planning Board. The maps 
are posted at the Town Hall. 

3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars ($100,000.00) for the purpose of constructing a highway department garage 
and municipal office building and to authorize the withdrawal of thirty-four thousand 
dollars ($34,000.00) for this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under 
the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972 (Federal Law), with the 
balance of sixty-six thousand dollars ($66,000.00) to be raised by notes and bonds. 
Building to be located beside the fire station. Voting on this article shall be by written 
ballot, and a two-thirds (*%4) affirmative vote is required for adoption of this article pur- 
suant to RSA 33:8. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seventy-five thou- 
sand dollars ($75,000.00) to close the landfill and to authorize the Selectmen to issue 
notes and bonds in accordance with the Municipal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33, in 
an amount not to exceed seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000.00). If Article 2 does 
not pass the funding for the above appropriation it is to be changed to the following: 
to authorize the Selectmen to issue notes and bonds in accordance with the Municipal 
Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33, in an amount not to exceed forty-one thousand dollars 
($41,000.00) and to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw thirty-four thousand dollars 
($34,000.00) from the Revenue Sharing Fund. Voting on this article shall be by written 
ballot, and a two-thirds (*%4) affirmative vote is required for adoption of this article pur- 
suant to RSA 33:8. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of six thousand five 
hundred dollars ($6,500.00) for the purpose of updating and refining the property maps, 
and constructing a set of Planning maps. This is the first year of a three-year plan. 

6. To see if the town will vote to accept the Budget for 1988 as prepared by the Select- 
men and appropriate the amount therein or make any changes. 

7. To see if the town will vote to give the Selectmen the right to issue temporary 
loans in anticipation of taxes. 

8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to administer and dispose 
of any real estate acquired by Tax Collector’s Deed, as the Selectmen in their discretion 
deem equitable and just (RSA 80:43 [Land 111]). To be advertised. 

9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, accept and 
expend, without further action by the Town Meeting, money from the State, Federal 
or other government unit or a private source which becomes available during the fiscal 
year (RSA 31:95-b). 


10. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for a real estate tax lien procedure? 
These statutes provide that tax sales to private individuals for nonpayment of property 
taxes on real estate are replaced with a real estate tax lien procedure under which only 
a municipality or county where the property is located or the state may acquire a tax 
lien against land and buildings for unpaid taxes. Petitioned article. 

11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000.00) to be added to the revaluation account. 

12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00) to be added to the Town Equipment Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase 
and replacement of highway equipment. 

13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate one thousand five hundred 
dollars ($1,500.00) to be added to the Fire Department Capital Reserve Fund for the 
purchase and replacement of fire equipment. | 

14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to remove five thousand 
dollars ($5,000.00) from the Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase and replacement 
of Fire Equipment, and to expend the same five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) to be put 
towards the purchase of a new support Van for the Fire Department and a new Two- 
Way Radio for the same unit. 

15. To see if the town will vote to sell the Fire Department Van and to put the money 
from the sale in the present Fire Department Capital Reserve Account. 

16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of four hundred 
dollars ($400.00) for the Lunenburg-Gilman-East Concord Senior Citizens, Inc. 

17. The Town of Whitefield, Senior Citizens Club of which Dalton residents are a 
part, of the non-profit organization, would like to see if the Dalton Town voters would 
appropriate the sum of four hundred dollars ($400.00), the same as last year, to assist 
or fund, in whole or in part the Whitefield Senior Center, for programs for the aging. 
By petition. 

18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three thousand 
dollars ($3,000.00) for the replacement of, or repairs to the South side of the Town Hall 
roof. 

19. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000.00) for repairs and handicapped revisions to the Town Hall. 

20. To see if the town will vote to accept the Nichols Road as a Class V road. 

21. To see if the town will vote to accept the Smith Road as a Class V road. 

22. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed four 
thousand dollars ($4,000.00) for a Roadway Improvement Master Plan. 

23. To see if the town will vote to change the position of Road Agent to an appointed 
position rather than elected. If Article is passed, it will take effect immediately follow- 
ing the 1989 Town Meeting. 

24. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000.00) for repairs and resurfacing of Town roads. 

25. To see if the town will raise three thousand five hundred dollars ($3,500.00) for 
the purpose of removing scrap metal from the sanitary landfill. 

26. To see if the town will vote to re-establish a conservation committee of three to 
seven members and two alternate members in accordance with RSA 36-A. Said members 
to be appointed within thirty (30) days of the annual meeting by the Selectmen, who 
shall also designate a temporary chairman for the purpose of calling the first meeting 
of the commission. 


27. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to accept private donations of 
land, interest in land or money to be deposited into the conservation fund for the purposes 
of contributing to the local matching portion required for acquiring conservation land 
or interest in land and other costs associated therewith for permanent conservation use 
under State and Federal programs, and authorize the Selectmen to apply for and accept 
the State or Federal matching funds for the purpose of acquisition of the fee or lesser 
interest in conservation land.

29. To see if the town will vote to enter into a Sewer Compact (Intermunicipal Agree- 
ment) with the Lunenburg Fire District #2 for the purpose of completing the sewer system, 
in accordance with RSA: 149J: 1, Article II-C. 

30. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three hundred 
thirty-four dollars ($334.00) for the Lancaster District Court Juvenile Diversion Program. 

31. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seven thousand 
dollars ($7,000.00) for new gas and diesel fuel tanks to be installed. 

32. To see if the town will sponsor the 1988 Annual Field Days. 

33. To transact any other business that may legally come before the meeting.

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REPORT OF THE DALTON PLANNING BOARD 


Nineteen hundred and eighty-seven was an active year with 21 applications before the 
Planning Board involving approximately 69 lots with 1,574 acres. A breakdown by sub- 
ject, in totals, follows: 


11 Minor Subdivisions involving 18 lots within 986 acres 
7 Major Subdivisions (3 lots or more) involving 51 lots within 588 acres 
3 Property Line Adjustments 


Two (2) new members joined the Board in April: Mrs. Sandra Sharp and Mr. David 
Dana. 

As per the Warrant Article passed at Town Meeting 1986, the Master Plan Committee 
was formed and held their first meeting in August with 12 members. At this date, there 
are 18 members serving on eight separate committees to study different aspects of the 
Town of Dalton to deal with growth of the future through planning today. Their elected 
Chairman is Mr. David Dana. 

Five hundred and ten (510) Town Survey Questionnaires were sent out by the Master 
Plan Committee. Both the Planning Board and Master Plan Committee wish to thank 
the people who took time to respond. Copies of the results of this survey are available 
to the public. 

Master Plan Committee Meetings are held the First Tuesday of each month at 7:30 
PM in the Town Hall. 

Planning Board Meetings are held the Second Tuesday of each month at 7:30 PM 
in the Town Hall.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1986 and June 1987, we experienced fewer fires than normal. The three 
leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires kindled without written permis- 
sion of a Forest Fire Warden and debris burning. All causes were preventable, but only 
with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. Con- 
tact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State Forestry 
officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance 
is needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may be 
violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, or Concord Forest Protection Headquarters at 
(603) 271-2217. 

If you own forest land, you become responsible for the timber tax payment starting 
April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact all forest land- 
owners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

DEPARTMENT OF POLICE 1987 ANNUAL REPORT 


The purpose of any Police Department is to provide a high level of safety, security 
and service for all members of the community. As a regulatory agency of local govern- 
ment, the Police Department has the direct responsibility for the preservation of the 
public peace, reduction of the opportunity to commit crime, and for the effective delivery 
of a wide variety of services. 

In our democratic society the legislature frames and constructs the law while the 
judiciary interprets the law and imposes the necessary penalties upon transgressors. It 
is the police, however, who have the sworn duty to directly apply and execute the law 
fairly and objectively for the benefit of the entire community. This task has become 
one of the most difficult and demanding responsibilities in the public service. 

Rules and regulations are there for guidelines to follow; adequate training can equip 
them with the understanding and technical skills necessary to perform effectively; and 
supervision can furnish them with capable direction and guidance; but in the final analysis 
it is the personal efforts of the officer that will earn the confidence and respect of the 
public. 

Police are usually the most visible and are expected to respond to problems of a 
diversified nature and resolve a wide variety of community problems as they occur.

Since the position of a police officer is a public trust, it is imperative to avoid any 
situation involving a conflict of interest whether in fact or appearance. 

Somewhere in the paperwork shuffle of changing rules and regulations our educators 
and/or rules and law makers seem to have forgotten “Common Sense” as I seldom see 
or hear it mentioned in class anymore. This I guess is what they now call progress. 

Nineteen hundred and eighty-seven was another busy year trying to answer the calls, 
numbering 421, and taking care of 32 accidents along with the constant dog problems, 
littering and teens racing and tearing around getting others upset. There was also the 
usual few people who have no respect for the property of others and persist in stealing, 
damaging and/or carrying it away from the rightful owners. 

Due to the numerous complaints from one area, in June the selectmen hired an 
additional police officer on a trial basis to attempt to stem these complaints of partying 
and littering. This particular area was in no way any different from what goes on on 
all our town roads. If you have any doubts, check with the people who annually con- 
duct a Clean Up/Green Up drive during the early summer to clear some of the debris 
and they can tell you how many loads are collected and probably the heaviest areas of 
litter. 

The person hired, along with one of the selectmen, was instructed to concentrate mainly 
in the areas of the complaints. Results —?? At best questionable. 

The following is a breakdown by month of calls received and a short recap on the 
nature of the calls: 

January 27 — 27 calls, 6 accidents — Mailboxes, Juveniles, Searches. 

February — S50 calls, 1 accident — 29 calls to assist an elderly person, mailboxes, 
searches. 

March — 30 calls, 2 accidents — camp breaks. 

April — 44 calls, 2 accidents — dogs, ATV’s, littering and hell raising and racing. 

May — 24 calls, 3 accidents — dogs, thefts, littering and more noise complaints. 

June — 40 calls, 2 accidents — extensive mailbox damage, littering and racing. 

July — 52 calls, 4 accidents — cemetery damage, littering and racing. 

August — 43 calls, 3 accidents — dogs, park parties, littering and racing, thefts. 

September — 28 calls, 1 accident — dogs, malicious damage. 

October — 27 calls, 2 accidents — juveniles, hunting related problems. 

November — 33 calls, 3 accidents, dogs, mailboxes, suicide. 

December — 23 calls, 3 accidents — fires, accidents, dogs. 

As you can readily see, there are the same problems month after month. In June over 
70 hours was spent in two areas of almost constant complaints. Nothing was rectified 
by this. Do you have any suggestions on what method to employ to curtail same? 

With the continued growth of the area I do not see any quick solution. I am not in 
any way faulting the calling parties as this is what was requested they do. However, 
it is very frustrating to not get any results from all the time spent in these areas. 

Again in 1987 we have worked with the surrounding towns and other state agencies 
when they requested. Enough said until a later date in 1988.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL ANNUAL REPORT 


North Country Council was extremely busy in 1987 as it continued to provide a wide 
range of assistance to North Country communities. 

As a regional non-profit, public agency chartered under NH RSA 36:45, the Council 
is responsible for assisting its member communities in local town planning, regional 
planning, economic development and numerous other community services. In addition 
to the direct assistance the Council provides each member community, it is an advocate 
for all North Country towns in legislative and funding issues with the state and federal 
governments. 

The North Country is experiencing tremendous growth and development pressures. 
The Council is dedicated to assisting towns with the impacts associated with these 
pressures. In order to more efficiently serve its membership, the Council has assigned 
a staff person to respond to each town’s request for assistance. In this way, continuity 
between the town and the Council is ensured and the overall effectiveness of the Council 
is increased. 

In Dalton, the Council coordinated solid waste planning efforts through the Upper 
Grafton/Lancaster Area Solid Waste District. NCC assisted in the evaluation of the Town 
dump, providing recommendations for its use, and wrote a request for proposals to close 
out the dump following State mandate. Dalton participated in the North Country 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection Project co-sponsored by the Council. NCC 
provided Master Plan assistance to the Planning Board. Dalton completed its first Com- 
munity Development Block Grant Housing Program which rehabilitated 32 units. A Phase 
II Rehabilitation Program is underway. Phase III, the Dalton Sewer Project, received 
$129,600 in Community Development Block Grant funds to help defray the local share 
of the cost for this EPA-funded project. If negotiations are successful with Gilman, 
Vermont representatives, a sewerline will be placed under the Connecticut River to con- 
nect Dalton’s Bridge Hill residents to Gilman’s aerated lagoon treatment plant. 

The Council again provided information and guidance to many towns on federal and 
state grant and loan programs. This past year the Council administered over $6.7 million 
in Community Development Block Grant funds in fifteen communities. The funds were 
used for housing rehabilitation, downtown revitalization, public facility improvements, 
business revolving loans, and feasibility studies for housing rehabilitation and public 
facility improvements. 

The Council has taken an active role in addressing the affordable housing issue in 
cooperation with member communities. The Council is presently administering a regional 
housing rehabilitation program which is making 358 housing units available to eligible 
North Country residents. 

Community planning assistance has emphasized master planning and improvement 
in local land use controls. New state mandates and commercial and residential growth 
in several towns have created busy work loads for planning boards. The Council’s 
assistance takes many forms: regional workshops, newsletters, regulation review and 
update, and assistance on a regular or onetime basis for subdivision and site plan 
applications. 

This past year the region witnessed increased economic development activity with com- 
panies locating and expanding their facilities in the North Country. This business activi- 
ty will help to provide a diversity in the labor market and a stronger regional economy 
for all. 

The Council sponsored four industrial development workshops for local economic 
officials. The workshops provided information on business recruitment, marketing and 
working cooperatively with federal and state officials to promote community economic 
development. 
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The Council again co-sponsored the Municipal Law Lecture series with the NH 
Municipal Association. The Law Lecture this year covered local planning board pro- 
cedures, administration and enforcement of ordinances, growth management and review 
of recent court cases and state law changes regarding local land use planning. 

Overall, the Council’s major objective is to work with North Country towns in solv- 
ing local and regional problems. We rely on and appreciate the involvement of town 
officials and residents and look forward to assisting your town this coming year.

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UGLA 1987 REPORT 


The Upper Grafton/Lancaster Area (UGLA) Solid Waste District voted to pursue 
the siting of a District owned regional landfill in early 1987. At March 1987 Town 
Meetings, 11 of 12 towns in the UGLA District raised $54,000 to support the District’s 
decision. 

Wehren Engineering was contracted by the district for Phase I of the landfill develop- 
ment. Phase I included site determination and evaluation, test pit and well sampling 
and preliminary design. 

Following site work by Wehren, two possible locations for the landfill were identified. 
The most feasible site in Bethlehem was withdrawn for consideration by the landowner 
in December. The second site owned by the Town of Littleton is now under investiga- 
tion. A meeting with the State’s Waste Management Division to review the initial work 
has been scheduled. 

Calendar year 1988 will be a busy one for the UGLA District as landfill development 
continues and a district agreement is drafted. The District also plans to actively pro- 
mote recycling as a means of reducing waste volume.
